Harrisburg, Aug. 8 < AP*—A sweep­ 
ing revision of criminal procedure in 
Pennsylvania was recommended to 
Governor Earle today by the Ruth 
!legislative commission in a final 
report finding fault with the courts, 
Judges, district attorneys and others 
entrusted 
with 
administering the 
laws. 
The commission said that while it 
"did not believe our system of ad- I 
ministering criminal justice is funda­ 
mentally defective.” it found “nu- j 
merous 
questionable 
practices by 
clerks of courts, district attorneys, 
court officials, and courts.” 
In a report studded with mention 
of jury tampering, presence of known 
criminals on juries, laxity of district 
attorneys busy with their private 
practices unexplained postponement 
of trials, and open violations of the 
laws regulating paroles, the com­ 
mission recommended; 
1. Creation 
of a 
state judicial 
council, consisting of 12 members 
headed by the chief justice of the 
state supreme court and given ex­

2. Creation of a crime prevention 
bureau in the executive departm ent 
"to assume leadership in the stim ula­ 
tion, development and co-ordination 
of local crime prevention activities.” 
3. Revising and improving the en­ 
tire parole system, relieving judges J 
in the larger counties of the power 
of parole and placing it exclusively 
in local parole boards. 
4 Revising
